Easton, Pa., May I.—By the derail­ 
m ent and burning of the Utica teach­ 
ers' special near Martins Creek Satur­ 
day afternoon, eleven lives were lost. 
Railroad men themselves say that the 
m ost remarkable feature of the wreck 
was that a hundred w e ft not killed in 
the terrific shock and 
the sudden 
•w eep of fire. 
Flames were rushing from end to 
end of the train, while bruised women 
were clambering up the side of tilted 
cars striving for the windows. 
Their 
bands were burned 
as they raised 
them selves on the sills to he helped 
out. 
Half a dozen teachers got to the 
ground with their hair ablaze*. 
For 
minutes after the Utica women were 
tearing 
burning 
skirts 
from 
each 
othe.'. 
On** ran an eighth of a mile 
•cross a plowed field, trying to loose 
herself from a burning skirt. 
It was 
lucky that a farm er saw* her distress. 
Besides seven teachers, four em ­ 
ployes of the Pennsylvania are dead 
The fire made ^uch thorough work 
that it is impossible for the surgeons 
to tell whether the fragments found 
are the remains of men or women. 
T he Easton hospital has ten patients 
under its care. 
Three of these are in 
a dangerous condition. 
All of the sur­ 
vivors save the injured in the hospi­ 
tals and a dozen teachers who remain­ 
ed bt re to !“* near their fro nds, were 
neat home by the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road 
Many of those who went back 
to Utica ( a rried injuries, some of t hem 
serious; but they were* aide to travel* 
and preferred to get home fin quickly 
as possible. 
With the burning cars eight miles 
away from Easton in a difficult coun­ 
try and separated from tin- highways 
to Easton by tin* Delaware river, a 
situation was presented that caused 
confusing and contradictory reports. 
The Pennsylvania officials w e r e 
u n 
willing or unable to furnish informa­ 
tion to relatives 
or friends of the 
teachers. 
As late as 9 o’clock Satur­ 
day night, six hours after the wreck, 
Utica believed that at l e a s t KIO of her 
teachers were 
dead in the wreck 
People in Utica were frantic for news 
and could not get it. 
Telegrams were 
sent to Easton and Phillipsburg that 
never reached the people they were 
dispatched to. 
So the mayor of Utica 
sent his secretary, Mr. Day, to get the 
facts. 
Among 
other things, 
Ftica 
wanted to know who was to blame. 
A fter Investigating, Mr. Day said that 
he would report that the cause of tin* 
disaster was a track too weak lo stand 
the strain of a heavy train rushing 
along at fifty miles an hour. 
Ile had 
learned that the roadbed was too poor­ 
ly ballasted; that many of the ties 
were decayed and crumbling: that the 
rails were old. 
There was no doubt, 
lie thought that the accident was the 
result of spreading rails. 
The teach­ 
e rs’ special, sweeping around a wide 
curve, snatched a thousand feet of the 
west rail elean from the track and 
buried sections of it into the scraggly 
oaks that line the Delaware river. 
Of the five coaches, the leading one 
was an old fashioned wooden combina­ 
tion smoker and baggage car.

next three were wooden chair (ars. 
The fifth coach was a dining car. 
All 
of them were lighted by acetylene 
gas, contained in tanks carried urfdcr- 
neath 
the car bodies.

The gas escaped through four I 
coaches simultaneously, was ignited j 
In some way. and the whole train was I 
ablaze the minute it crashed int** the 1 
earth.

The Bangor public library, with one of 
the most valuable collections of books j 
in New England, is destroyed.

Morse & Co., on Valley avenue, caught 
and the huge piles of lum ber along 
the stream were doomed. 
Help ar­ 
rived on a special train over the Maine

BOUNTY DENIED 


Cass County Crow 
Hunters Express 


Their Indignation. 
Logansport, Ind., May I.—Indignant 
farmers from Deer Creek township 
stormed about the auditor’s office and 
vowed political death to County Attor­ 
ney Guthrie for his Interpretation of 
the acts of 1911 relating to the statute 
providing a bounty for killing crows. 
Otto Cook, a farmer living near Young 
America, headed the quintet of crow 
hunters that filed into the county au­ 
ditor’s office and laid upon the counter 
the heads of twenty-five crows. 
He 
demanded the bounty of IO cents a 
head provided by law. 
Auditor Wal­ 
lace consulted County Attorney Guth­ 
rie, who instructed him to refuse the 
bounty on the grounds that the statute 
is optional. Guthrie declares the law 
specified the commissioners and coun­ 
ty council “may” appropriate a fund to 
pay the bounty, but are not compelled 
to. 
There are more crows in Cass 
county than any other county in the 
state, and there are more idle hunters 
to kill them.

HAYWOOD PROPOSES 
A GENERAL STRIKE 


Labor's Protest Against Alleged 


“Kidnapping.” 


St. Louis, May I.—On the day J. J. I 
McNamara, now in jail in Los An- j 
gele8, Cal, in connection with t h e 1 
blowing up of the Times building i 
there last winter comes to trial, a | 
general strike of every laboring man J 
in the Lnited States is to be called , 
as labor’s protest against the alleged 
“kidnapping” of McNamara, according 
to a circular prepared by the Indus­ 
trial Workers of the World, an or­ 
ganization 
controlling 50,000 men. 
This circular, which will be sent all 
over the United States in a few days, 
was read here Sunday afternoon by 
William I). Haywood to a mass meet­ 
ing of 1,000 Socialists and labor union­ 
ists who packed Aschrnbroedal hall to 
hear Haywood, who five years ago, 
with Moyer and Pettibone. was “kid­ 
napped” in Denver and rushed by spe­ 
cial train to Boise City, Idaho, on a 
similar charge to that which McNa­ 
mara must face. 
According to Haywood’s plan as 
outlined in the circular and for which 
he stands sponsor, the Socialists are 
expected to organize the workers out­ 
side the labor unions and persuade j 
them to quit their jobs on the day Mc­ 
Namara comes to trial, while the un­ 
ion men are experted to join in the 
movement.
